2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The special 
technical feature of the method of Group I involves the manner in which the layered 
nonwoven is made, including steps of initially consolidating, by water jets, the nonwoven 
which covers the middle layer, laying the finite three dimensional material onto the 
consolidated nonwoven, and then covering the layers with a further nonwoven which 
has been prefixed in the same way, and then subjecting all of the layers again to 
hydrodynamic needling to join the two superimposed covering nonwovens together. 
Group II does not include this or a corresponding special technical feature but rather 
recites the special technical feature of three layers with fine holes and a middle layer 
which remains substantially unchanged three-dimensionally. 
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3. A telephone call was made to Alan Schiavelli on June 15, 2007 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made.
